PHILIPPINE CONSULATE SCHEDULE OF SERVICES UNDER PHASE 4 OF 
ILLINOIS’ REOPENING PLAN 


In line with Phase 4 of the State of Illinois' five-phased reopening plan, the Philippine Consulate General in 
Chicago starting 29 June 2020, will be open to the public four times a week, every Monday, Wednesday 
Thursday and Friday, from 9:00am to 4 00pm. 

Health and Safety Regulations for Applicants Coming to the Consulate 

For the mutual protection of all clients and Consular personnel, the following regulations are hereby 
imposed: 

1. A strict appointment system will be implemented in compliance with social distancing rules. No 
svalk-ins will be allowed 

2 To make an appointment, the applicant must fill up and sign a Health Declaration Form.

3. Only clients with appointment will be allowed entry to the Consulate’s client waiting area 
Accompanying family members or friends of the client shoiid wait outside the building, except for 
senior citizens and persons v/ith disability (PVW3) who may bring one companion to assist Minor 
applicants (below 18 years old) should be accompanied by his/her mother; if the mother is not 
available, she may authorize the father in writing to accompany the minor The accompanying 
person will also be required to submit a Health Declaration Form 

4 All clients are required to wear a face mask and bring their own hand sanitizer, rubbing alcohol and 
sanitary wipes. Clients must use them upon entering and exiting the Consulate premises 

5. Clients are also required to bring their own ballpen and use them for signing papers No extra 
ballpen will be available inside the premises 

6. Persons who have a fever (38C or 100.4F temperature) or are feeling feverish (above 37C or 
98 6F), have difficulty breathing, or have a cough or sore/dry/itchy throat should postpone their visit 
to the Consulate until they have become better and have contacted a health professional Persons 
who exhibit flu-like symptoms (such as sore throat, cough, shortness of breath) shall not be allowed 
to enter the Consulate premises. 

7. Those who have had close contact with persons with COVID-19 are advised to stay home as 
prescribed by health authorities. 
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Consular Services Available and Suspended until Further Notice 

1. Passport Renewal 

Starting the week of 29 June 2020, application for passport renewal will be available every Monday, 
Thursday and Friday The number of applicants will still be limited due to social distancing rules

2. Release of New Passports 

Releasing of new passports will be by mail only Applicants should ensure that they can monitor or track 
their mailing envelopes in order to avoid the loss of their new passport Old, expired or unexpired passport 
should be mailed to the Consulate for purposes of cancellation before the new passport will be mailed to 
the owner

3. Notarial Services 

Following the Philippines' accession to the Hague Convention Abolishing the Requirements of Legalization 
for Foreign Public Documents (or commonly known as the Apostille Convention) in May 2019, applicants 
for notarial services such as Special Power of Attorney, affidavits and other legal documents may use the 
Apostille system 

Example: Anthony who lives in Illinois wants to execute a Special Power of Attorney (SPA), authorizing 
his sister Marie, who is in the Philippines, to sign a contract to sell his condominium unit on his behalf 
Anthony could have ttie SPA notarized by a competent notary public m Illinois and have the SPA apostilled 
at the Office of the Secretary of State of Illinois Once the SPA is apostilled Anthony could now send the 
SPA directly to his sister Marie in the Philippines without going through the Philippine Consulate

5. Dual Citizenship 

Effective 16 July 2020, the acceptance of new applications for dual citizenship is suspended until further 
notice Therefore, please refrain from sending applications by mall. Applications received by the Consulate 
on or before 15 July 2020 will be processed, 

The oath-taking ceremony for approved applicants will be done every Wednesday. However, the number 
of people will be limited due to social distancing rules and priority will be given to approved applicants prior 
to the Stay-at-Home Order (before 21 March 2020). 

The oath-taking ceremony for approved applications from 08 June 2020 onwards will be scheduled to a 
later date. 

Once you are scheduled for oath-taking, you will be required to fill up and sign a Health Declaration Form.

UPDATE TO CHICAGO’S EMERGENCY TRAVEL ORDER REQUIRING TRAVELERS 
FROM 20 STATES TO QUARANTINE FOR 14 DAYS UPON ARRIVAL 


Starting 6 July 2020, Chicago Department of Public Health Commissioner Allison Arwady, 
M.D., through an Emergency Travel Order, has directed travelers entering or returning to 
Chicago from states experiencing a surge in newCOVID-19 cases to quarantine for a 14- 
day period from the time of last contact within the identified states. 

The Order includes both Chicago residents returning from travel to a designated state, 
and travelers arriving in Chicago from a designated state. Quarantine means staying at a 
single designated home or dwelling for 14 days before doing any activities outside of the 
home or dwelling. The Order will be in effect until further notice. Individuals found in 
violation of the Order are subject to fines of $100 - $500 per day, up to $7,000.

Processing of passport applications from these states is suspended until further 
notice to protect the health and safety of the public and Consulate staff. 

The states have been identified as experiencing a surge in COVID-19 cases, which is 
defined as having a case rate greater than 15 new COVID-19 cases per 100,000 resident 
population, per day, over a 7-day rolling average The Filipino community in the 
Midwest is urged to regularly monitor announcements by the City of Chicago since 
the list will be updated every Tuesday, with the order effective for those states the 
following Friday (three days later).

PUBLIC ADVISORY NO. 29 - 2020 


VISA REQUIREMENT FOR FOREIGN SPOUSES, PARENTS, MINOR CHILDREN, 
AND CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS OF FILIPINO NATIONALS 

The Philippine Consulate General in Chicago wishes to inform the public that through 
Resolution No. 60 dated 30 July 2020. the Inter-Agency Task Force on Emerging 
Infectious Diseases has amended the guidelines for the entry of foreign nationals who 
are immediate relatives of Filipino citizens. 

Effective immediately, the following foreign nationals (including former Filipinos falling 
under the categories specified below) shall be required to secure or possess appropriate 
visas to be allowed entry into the Philippines: 

1. Foreign spouses of Filipino nationals; 

2. Foreign minor children of Filipino nationals; 

3. Foreign children with special needs, regardless of age, of Filipino nationals; 

4. Foreign parents of minor Filipino children; and 

5. Foreign parents of Filipino children with special needs, regardless of age. 

In addition to the usual requirements, a visa applicant should also show proof of marriage 
or filiation, proof of Philippine citizenship of the immediate relative, and proof that the 
immediate Filipino relative will be traveling with the applicant or is in the Philippines. 

Those falling under the categories above and are residing in the Midwest (i.e., Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska. North Dakota. Ohio. 
South Dakota and Wisconsin) may inquire about applying for a visa by emailing 
chicaoobCQ.visa@att.net . All applications shall be submitted (and visas released) by mail 
only. 

Apart from the above-mentioned categories of foreign nationals, Philippine immigrant visa 
holders with permanent resident status, holders of 9(e) Diplomatic and Official Visas 
issued by the Philippines, and aircrew members are likewise exempted from the travel 
restriction. 

Other foreign nationals (including former Filipinos) who do not fall under the above- 
mentioned categories are still covered by the travel restriction, and are advised to 
continue monitoring the Consulate’s website and social media accounts for updates and 
developments. The Balikbayan visa-free entry privilege for returning former Filipinos also 
remains suspended until further notice. 

Filipino nationals, including those holding dual citizenship, can continue to enter the 
Philippines by presenting at least one of the following documents; valid and unexpired 
Philippine passport, original Identification Certificate (1C), or original Certificate of Re¬ 
acquisition/Retention of Philippine Citizenship (CPRC). 

The Consulate also wishes to reiterate that the Philippine passport of a former Filipino - 
who has become a naturalized U.S. citizen and has not yet applied or taken the oath for 
dual citizenship - is invalid from the date of naturalization, even if the Philippine passport 
has not yet expired, and therefore can no longer be used.

1) Due to space limitations, only applicants will be permitted to enter the Consular Section premises 
except the following applicants who can be accompanied by ONE (1) person : 

1. Those with obvious physical disability; 

2. Those unable to read or write; 

3. Applicants over the age of 65 AND with obvious physical disability OR unable to read or write; an 

4. Applicants under the age of 18. 

The Consulate General is located in proximity with famous tourist attractions in Chicago that do no 
require any fee. Those accompanying applicants who are not covered by the exceptions may wish U 
consider visiting the Bean, Millennium Park, The Picasso, Buckingham Fountain and Chicago 
Riverwalk while waiting for their friends/relatives/family to finish their transactions with the Consula 
General. 












2) Prior to entering the Consulate, applicants must have complete requirements, including sufficient 
number of photocopies of their documents. Each consular service has a list of requirements for complia 
that are available for viewing at the Consulate General’s website ( click here ); 

3) Applicants’ mobile devices must be switched off or at least remain in silent mode while applicants a 
within Consulate premises; 

4) Cameras and other recording devices are strictly prohibited. No photos or videos may be taken within tf 
Consular reception area; 

5) Food and drinks are not allowed within the Consular premises. If your medical condition requires fluid 
food intake, kindly inform the Consular staff on duty at the windows.
